Express Your Opinions 


Public apathy — your own apathy — results in the sorry 
spectacle of corruption, graft and legal but unethical 
activities in our government. 

How else can we explain the fact that legislators are 
re-elected after being involved in scandalous conduct. For 
example, one state representative last year was indicted 
for activities involving the MDC and his family-owned 
business. The people in his district re-elected him with a 
handsome endorsement, even though the trial of his case 
resulted in a guilty finding. This is one specific item, in 
a long list of events that convinces us that individual 
disregard of the citizen’s interest in his own government 
brings on, nurtures and supports the evil mess we now 
find before us. 

And normally, the resulting reaction is to throw out the 
rascals — perhaps replacing some of them with men and 
women of no greater capacity for forthright honesty. 

In-between elections, we do nothing, collectively or 
individually, to bolster the cause of honest government. 
All we do is complain. 

How about supporting the men and women in our state 
government who are trying to weed out the corrupt, the 
wrong-doers, the fakers and the unethical? Do you ever 
write a letter to your representatives or senator, strongly 
urging his support of legislation designed for this pur- 
pose? Do you ever write to the governor, expressing your 
views on his executive actions? 

Although each of us may believe that our letter alone 
does no good, that it probably reaches the circular file 
quickly, what happens when hundreds and thousands of 
letters are sent? 

If a representative or senator, or the governor, gets 
enough letters from individuals — not form letters but 
honest expressions of the writer’s opinion — he will react 
accordingly. There’s nothing like public opinion, if an 
elected official believes that it really is the opinion of 
most residents in his district, to stir action. 

Why don’t you write to your representatives and senator, 
and to the governor as well, expressing your views on the 
current mess? If you don’t like what the individual is 
doing about it, say so; if you support him, say that, too.

Study Committee Opposed 


In these columns last week, we remarked at some length 
on the possibility that the recently-approved garbage 
collection might, in fact, serve only part of the town. 

We do not approve of this — the service was approved 
at town meeting with the implied agreement that it would 
be town-wide. 

Even the Study Committee, which recommended the 
service in the first place, believed that a full coverage 
was to be undertaken. 

Richard McKallagat, chairman of that Committee, has 
since confirmed that his Committee had no other thought 
in mind. He has strongly asserted this position, noting 
that the Committee believes the full, town-wide service 
can be undertaken for the $25,000 appropriated; more- 
over, he says the Committee has not considered providing 
garbage collection on a, partial basis for some areas. 

This seems to lend even greater weight to our thoughts 
that the voters at town meeting approved a town-wide 
collection, and that deviation from this would be wrong. 


More Precinets - Fewer Problems 


We wonder if it is not time now, before the state elec- 
tions face us in November, .to study the geographical and 
population distribution in our six precincts, with the 
thought that the larger ones might be split. 

The town has, through the years, changed precinct lines 
when needed; possibly this is another time when the need 
is apparent, 

Some of the precincts are large enough to be divided,

Under it service industries, re- 
tail and distributive segments of 
our economy would receive 
absolutely no benefit. But, one 
favored company alone would re-

| year alone the cost to American

Many. members ot the House 
favor, as I do, an accelerated

The tax bill the House approved 
last week is in sharp contrast to 
the tax law enacted in 1954, That
